Hut  unless  I  am  cci-lain  of  the  direction  ol 
change,    I    hesitate   lo  accept   it. 

We  do  li\e  in  a  changing-  day.  Tliere 
is  no  question  about  that.  We  ha\e  the 
steamboat,  the  railroad;  electricity  and 
all  its  woiiders  ;  the  radio,  magnifying 
my  \-(jice  at  the  prest'iit  moment  ;  we  ha\e 
a  thousand  other  wonders  which  lia\i' 
changed  the  cjlder  da_\-.  But,  I  cannot 
believe  that  these  changes  represent  any- 
thing of  real,  fundamental  importance  to 
me  as  a  son  of  (iod.  I  cannot  help  but 
beliexe  that  the  elementary,  the  e-LCi-nal, 
the  fundamental  things  are  just  as  they 
were  thousands  of  \ears  ago. 

This  is  not  a  chaiiging  world  in  the 
last     anahsis.  This     is     a     permanent 

world.  Change,    at    tin-   best,    is  Inn    a 

pla\-  upon  permanent,  unchangeable, 
i-tia-iial   principles.  It   cannot   he  other- 

The     mountains     nia\;     hi-     torn 

down  ;  \\m'\  ha.\e  been  W(irn  down  ;  the 
high  moaiita'ns  ma\-  be  rcdui  fd  to  a 
\allc\- — but  thai  which  made  uyt  the 
mountains    still    exists.  The    particles, 

the  elements,  are  but  used  in  some  other 
WAX  for  the  furtheran(-e  of  the  great  pur- 
pose back  of  all  existence. 

Desirability  of  Permanence  and 
Progress. 

There  is  no  change  of  \-alue  to  us,  un- 
less it  be  upward,  onward,  forward, 
advancing.  That   is   the   thought   that 

has  been  with  me  these  two  days.  II 
any  principle  or  change  is  connected  with 
and  uses  eternal,  unyielding  principles,  it 
mav   be   nothing   more   than   chaos.  I 

must  search  out  for  myself  these  eternal 
principles  and  by  their  use  make  this 
da\'  one  of  pernianence  and  progress.  M}-

If  modern  Christians  were  as  frank,  it 
they  were  as  honest  as  ihe  ancient 
(ireeks,  the\  would  also  be  found  erect- 
ing an  allar  to  the  "   Unknown  God." 

In  spite  of  the  accessibililv  of  books  on 
Theolog}',  and  the  man\-  opportunities  for 
religious  educatit)n,  (lod  I'emains  an  uii- 
certaint}'.  To  some  He  is  so  large  that 
he  can  till  the  whole  unixerse,  to  others 
He  is  so  small  He  can  tlwell  in  the  hearl 
of  man,  while  some  sa\  that  he  is  all 
about  us  in  the  flowers  and  in  the  various 
forms  of  nature.  But  nearly  every  re- 
ligious man  has  some  opinion  of  Clod 
because  an  intelligent  worship  of  a 
supreme  being  demands  a  knowledge  of 
Him.  Xor  are  the  religionists  left  alone 
in  their  search  for  (lod.  ScMcntists  haxe 
also  lakt-n  up  the  cv\  and  are  seeking 
(lod  from  a  tlifft'rent  angle. 

^'el  all  the\'  can  otter  is  lluir  testimonx 
ihat  there  is,  or  must  be,  a  (lod,  or  ;>t 
least  some  supreme  intelligence. 

Both  religit.)nists  and  scientists  have 
failed  in  this  quest  for  knowledge  of  God. 


^'ou  might  say  that  their  search  for  God 
has  ended  in  woise  than  failure  for  thev 
ha\e  come  forwaid  wilh  meaningless 
creeds,  some  ol  wliiili  are  loo  confusing" 
for  most  men  and  women  to  understan'.l 
or   accc|)l. 

W  e  are  lorced  to  the  conclusion  that 
man,  whelher  scientist  or  religionist,  can- 
nol  of  himself,  find  God.  What  then,  is 
he    to   do?        Wlieie   shall    he   luin? 

I'Aidi'ntly  he  must  look  to  a  higher 
powei-  than  himself.  He  must  look  to 
God  himself,  ihe  fountain  head  of  truth, 
as  did  Abraham  of  old.  It  is  told  ef 
Abraham  that  once  he  was  (leli\ei-ed  to 
the  priest  of  llie  idolatrous  god  of  I'^lke- 
nah,  lo  be  saciili(-ed  because  he  pei'sisted 
in  worshipping  the  one  and  onl\-  tiue 
God.

I  lliink  ihal  m\  Iricml  liad  thai  in  mind 
when  I  met  liim  on  the  street  llie  otlier 
day.  He  said  {(.)  me,  "  We  would  belter 
i;el  back  to  lirst  principles."  I  remem- 
bered then  an  old  slogan,  an  old  battle 
cr\-  handed  down  from  the  daws  of  Israel, 
"  To  youi-  tents,  ()  Israel."  And  to-tla\', 
"  To  yoLir  lirst  principles,  ()  Israel," 
should  be  our  battle  cr}'.  We  need  not 
make  a  slogan  ol"  the  minor  things  that 
sometimes  disturb  us  and  blind  our 
\  ision. 

^'ou  would  like  to  ask  me  as  I  speak 
on  this  subject  if  there  are  any  principles 
of  contluct  to  which  we  may  cling  with 
cerlaint}'.  W'e  have  many.  There  is 
the  code  for  human  conduct  gi\en  thou- 
sands of  \ears  ago  known  as  the  "  Ten 
Commandments."  These  were  given  to 
the  Prophet  Moses  amid  the  thunderings 
and  lightnings  of  .Sinai — a  code  which  I 
am  fullv  convinced  was  known  to  our 
Father  Adam.  1  know  that  some  people 
in  our  day  say  that  "  The  Command- 
ments belong  to  a  b}-gone  day,  to  a 
horse  and  buggy  day."  That  I  do  not 
beliexe.  To  lo\e  (iod,  to  be  kind,  to  be 
merciful,  are  as  safe  guides  for  human 
conduct  to-day  as  they  ever  liave  been. 
We  shall  never  out-li\c'  the  eternal  prin- 
ciples contained  in  the  Ten  Command- 
ments. I  haM'  the  feeling  that  if  this 
people  and  the  world  at  large  would  read 
and  re-reatl,  would  practice  and  prac- 
tice again,  the  simple  commandments 
given  on  Sanai,  we  would  solve  many  of 
the  problems  that  disturb  us  to-day.  It 
seems  an  intellectual  folly  or  a  mental 
aberration  for  men  to  disobe\'  these 
fundamental  in\ariable  principles,  com- 
mandments of  Ciod,  and  then  attempt  to 
sohe  the  larger  and  more  diflicult  prob- 
lems of  human  existence. 

Thou  shalt  not 
lie.  Thou   shalt   not   steal."        Do   we 

kill,  in  this  age?  Do  we  lie,  in  this 
age?  Do  we  steal,  in  this  age?  Sup- 
pose     we      search      our      own      hearts  ; 


.Su|)|)ose  this  nation  search  its  great  * 
heait  to  (liscoMi-  if  these  simple  com- 
mandments are  being  obe\e(l.  Do  we 
return  llie  dollar  we  lind  on  tlu'  street 
when  wr  know  l  he  owner?  Do  we  use 
the  law  as  a  shield  to  defraud  the  widow, 
and  call  it  business?  I  would  like  to 
jjut  (|uestions  like  these  to  my  brethren 
and  sisters  who  aie  bi'fore  me  and  to  all 
the     Church.  These     aie     fundamenl.il 

C|ueslions.  L'ntil  we  learn  to  speak  the 
truth,  to  be  honest,  there  will  be  no 
salet\  in  the  world.  There  can  onl_\ 
be  chaos  and  commotion  and  bkxjdshed 
and  wars.  We  (\u  not  need  to  read  books 
of  philosopln  to  sol\e  the  problems  ol 
this    da\-.  /riie    pi-inciples    we    need    to 

follow  ha\e  bi'cn  gi\en  us  throughout  the 
ages  b}-  the  Lord  from  our  Father  Adam 
until  the  present  day. 

Observance  of  Ten  Commandments  a 
PresentDay  Obligation. 

As  I  ha\e  said  some  people  hold  that 
the  Ten  Commandments  belong  to  a  by- 
gone age.  That  cannot  be  so  for  I 
remember  that  the  Lord  in  this  da\'  added 
something  to  the  Ten  Commandments  as 
reported  b}  Moses ;  and  he  made  them 
m(^re  emphatic,  for  he  said  not  onl\ 
"  Thou  shalt  not  steal;  thou  shalt  not 
lie";  but  added,  that  "  he  who  steals  or 
lies  shall  be  cast  out  unless  he  repents." 

I  feel  deeply  on  this  matter.  It  grieves 
me  that  I  am  not  able  to  hang  my  over- 
coat in  a  public  corridor  for  a  half  hour 
and  then  reasonablv  expect  to  fintl  it 
again.  It  grieves  me  to  know  I  can- 
not trust  the  people  of  my  generation,  ni}- 
fellow  men  ;  that  they  are  directed  by 
selfish  motives  to  the  extent  of  telling 
untruths. 

I  would  like  to  say  also,  that  that  which 
we  do  in  opposition  to  the  simple  com- 
mandments of  (iod,  St)  often  forgotten, 
.  changes  and  injures  the  ver\-  being  of  a 
man.  The  bod\-  is  changed  as  well  as  the 
mind  and  soul,  by  that  which  we  do.  It 
is  now  a  finding  of  modern  science  that 
prayer  itself  :ind  the  life  of  truth  in- 
fluences deiinilelx-  and  favourablv  the 
bod}-  itself,  nerves,  blotxl,  the  muscles, 
exerv  part  of  us,  phvsicallv  as  well  as 
mentalh'  and  spirituallv.  We  are  touched 
CVintimied  on  next  iiage.

^L^■  24  has  tx'fii  celebrated 
aniuiall}  in  every  Branch  and 
Ward  of  the  C  luircdi  of  jesus 
Christ  of  Lattei-day  Saints  since  184  7  as 
the  dav  when  the  first  Mormon  immi- 
grants, led  b\'  Briijham  Vouno-,  completed 
their  lonj^'  and  arduous  westward  trek  and 
entered  the  Salt  Lake  \'alley  in  the 
Western  Wastelands  of  Americ^i  and 
thus  beoan  a  settlement  that  is  known  the 
world  around  as  one  of"  the  greatest  of 
moilern  cities. 

Mormons  throughout  South  Africa  will 
commemorate  this  eventful  anni\ersar\- 
in  (diaracteristic  fashion.  They  will  don 
their  oldest  clothes  and  hold,  in  each  of 
the  Branches  of  tlie  Mission  "  An  Old 
Time  Celebration."  They  will  be  seen 
rebuilding  covered  wagons,  reconstruct- 
ing scenes  of  early  pioneer  life,  charac- 
terising such  men  as  Joseph  Smith, 
Brigham  \'oung,  and  others  producing 
pageants  and  other  events  which  will  en- 
liven the  memory  of  those  who  attend,  to 
the  appreciation  of  what  the  first  Mor- 
mons endured.  This  great  trek  of  the 
Latter-da\-  Saints  is  acclaimed  as  the 
greatest  of  its  kind  in  history.  It  began 
in  February  of  1846,  in  the  dead  of  win- 
ter when  an  armerl  militia  drove  them  by 
force  across  the  frt)zen  Mississippi  ri\er 
into  the  state  o{  Iowa.  Thev  moved  h\ 
slow  degrees  through  Iowa,  founding 
necessary  temporary  settlements  on  the 
way.  At  Winter  Quarters,  \ebraska, 
near  the  preset  city  of  Omaha,  is  erected 
a  monument  which  bears  the  inscription 
"  Old    Pioneer   Cemeterv.  Here   were 

buried    600    of    Nebraska's     F'irst    White 
Settlers   1846-447." 

In  April,  1847,  Brigham  ^'oung,  with 
a  company  of  143  men,  three  women  and 
two  children,  set  out  from  Winter  Quar- 
ters   bound    for    the    West    where    they 


could  find  pei'manent  jjlace  of  settlement 
for  the  Church  and  its  tragedy-stricken 
people. 

I'i'om  h'ngland  and  other  F.uropean 
countries  came  con\crts  to  liie  Chiu'ch, 
hoping  to  reach  Salt  Lake  City  and  join 
with  the  others  of  their  brethren  in 
building  up  the  central  organization  and 
body  of  the  churcli  in  L'lah.  It  was  this 
gathering  mo\ement  th.al  made  it  possible 
in  later  years  to  send  out  large  groups 
(jf  missionaries  to  do  extensive  proselyt- 
ing work  in  ma.n\-  of  the  nations  (jf  the 
eaith. 

It  was  an  outstanding  e\ent  when  in 
1855  a  group  of  church  meml)ers  from 
Port  Elizabeth,  led  by  Elders  Leonard  I. 
Smith  and  William  H.  \Walker  boarded 
the  ship  (')iliy  and  sailed  to  America. 
This  was  perh.aps  the  longest  journey 
attempted  by  any  of  the  early  (^on\erts  to 
tlie  church.  Later,  other  groups  sailed 
from  Port  Elizabeth.  Many  of  the  early 
converts,  however,  sta\ed  in  South  Africa 
and  aided  greatly  in  maintaining  the 
church  in  this  land. 

South  African  Saints  are  justh-  proud 
of  their  own  pioneers  and  early  church 
leaders  who  took  part  in  this  historic 
mo\ement.  They  are  happy  to  remem- 
ber that  those  early  men  and  women  had 
the  courage  to  stand  on  their  principles 
agamst  the  storm  of  ridicule  and  perse- 
cution which  followed  the  acceptance  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  even  in  this 
beautiful  land  of  peace  and  freedom. 

We  join  with  thousands  of  other 
Mormons  throughout  the  \\orld  and  cele- 
brate the  a.nni\'ersary  of  the  dav  when 
Brigham  ^'oung  looked  out  over  the 
the  valley  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake  and 
uttered  those  famous  words  :  "  This  is  the 
place."
